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Report of the School Board. 


Board of Education presents to the citizens of 
Mont Vernon this report of the schools for the year 1902, 


At the regular town meeting held in March, Annie 
Perham was reelected to the board for the ensuing 
three years. Mrs. Carrie Trow was elected as treasurer 
of the board. The school report, through over-sight, 
was omitted from last year’s report, but was read at the 
annual school meeting; as it contained a complete list 
of the school books and apparatus it was voted that a 
copy of the report be inserted on the town records. — 

On account of the requirements of the state law 
relative to high schools and as the town must provide 
an approved school, or bear expense of sending the 
children out of town, the trustees of McCollom Institute 
bravely met the demands of the state by securing an 
approved course of study for their school, and as two 
teachers are demanded by the state the trustees count 
the town benefited by such teachers as Rev. Henry Por- 
ter Peck as principal and Miss Louise Williams as a 
competent assistant. 

Parents and citizens will do themselves and the 
scholars a favor by visiting that school and note the 
progress of their scholars. If we are to have efficient 
office holders we must put by all prejudices and work 
with the trustees and school board to bring about just 
results for the children Whereas, we know that we fall 
far short of the ideal, we endeavor to do what we can 
for the children. 

The village primary and grammar school was again 
moved into its old quarters. It seemed too bad to go 
back to such a room after a year’s work in a well venti- 
lated and heated building, but the time has come when 
our school building must haye a certain sum of money 
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expended and its walls made fresher by adding a good 
coat of paint. 

Miss Fredella Hudson has had charge of this school 
for five terms. Miss Mary A. Keefe, teacher atthe east ; 
Miss Hortensia McMillan at the west school. Wehave 
had for the past two terms two scholars attending this 
school from New Boston. Of course we receive extra 
pay for their attendance. 

Miss McMillan, last spring, told her scholars if 
they would earn what they could during the summer 
she would add enough to the fund to purchase a nice, 
large flag for the school. The flag was purchased at the 
beginning of the fall term. It is a nice one and all are 
proud of it. 

The south school has been in charge of Miss Ethelle 
Ifutchinson. As this has been oursmallest school there 
has been but one session each day, hours from 9a. m. to 
2p. m., with usual recesses. This plan was freely 
agreed to by the parents of the children. 

As you see, each teacher has been retained through- 
out the year. This should count for something. New 
historical readers, new histories, new elementary geog- 
raphies and a certain supply of apparatus, as all schools 
need, have been added. 

We have learned that about the same amount of 
work has been accomplished in one school as in an- 
other. Test questions have been exchanged among the 
schools and fairly good results have been noticed. If 
our children cannot be brouget together and a graded 
school established, with the teachers’ cooperation, sys- 
tematic work can be carried along by exchange of 
monthly test questions on each subject, although the re- 
sults may not be quite as promising. 

We feel that we have had the good will of the citi- 
zens and parents, and it helps us in our work.
